Coomb’s  handling  the  book  taken,  and  on  his 
leaving  the  store  the  dealer  found  that  the  vol¬ 
ume  was  missing,  ami  following  Mr.  Coombs  lu 
tapped  him*  on  tlie  shoulder  and  asked  him  to  re¬ 
turn  the  volume  taken.  Mr.  Coombs  seemed  un¬ 
able  to  make  any  explanation.  An  evening  pa¬ 
per  had  said  that  “it  Is  apparent  that  the  deceased 
had  been  laboring  for  many  vears  under  this  klep¬ 
tomaniac  intiriuity.
